Explosion Ends

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fis, 
Sept, 14 (Reuters)—Plans to 
Put a Buropean-made test sat- 
ellite into space received 
another setvack last night 
when the Delta rocket cerry- 
ing it exploded a minute after 
takeoff.

U.S. Reveals 
Impure A-Fuel 
Used in Blast

LOS ANGELES, Sept. 14.—The federal government has decias- 
sifled the results of a nuclear test In Nevada which showed that 
atomic weapons can be made from the tmpure plutonium produced 


by civilian nuclear power plants. 


A spokesman for the Energy Research and Development Admin- 
istration yesterday confirmed that the United States had exploded 
8. nuclear device using low-grade plutonium, and that the device 
“produced a nuclear yield." Information about the date and the 


magnitude of the explosive yield 
remains classified, the spokesman 
said. Ajthough the information 
that the test occurred was declas- 
sified on July 29, he acknowl- 
edged that ERDA had made no 
public announcement. 

Government sources indicated 
that the test confirmed that na- 
tions seeking to obtain atomic 
weapons covertly could build 
them from low-grade plutonium 
stockpiled for we as civilian re- 
actor fuel. 

This possibility is a major con- 
cern of arms control analysts. 
The Ford and Carter administra- 
tion both have sought to convince 
nuclear exporting. nations, such 
as France and West Germany, of 
2 need for stronger international 
controls on plutonium extraction 
technology. 

The US. government hes 
sought to demonstrate that the 
plutonium produced in nuclear 
power generation is suitable for 
weapons. Many experts believed. 
it was not, because plutonium 
from nuclear power plants usual- 
ly contains much larger amounts 
of a contaminating isotope— 
Plutonium-240—than that gen- 
erated in special military produc- 
tion reactors. 

Yield Still Possible 

In the United States, so-called 
“weapons-grade” plutonium con- 
tains less than 6 per cent of 
Plutonium-240. That extracted 
from the spent fuel of civilian 
power plants typically reaches 
24 per cent. 

Late last year, however, an 
unclassified study by California's 
Lawrence Livermore Laboratory, 
@ principal weapons design cen- 
ter, concluded that even relative- 
Sy simple designs using any grade 
of plutonium could produce “ef- 
fective, highiy powerful” weapons 
with an explosive yield equivalent 
to between 1,000 tons and 20,000 
tons οἵ TNT.

Government Workers Included 
House Unit Approves Formula 
To Cut Social Security Deficit 


By Spencer Rich 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14 (WP). 
—A House Ways and Means sub- 
committee began an overhaul of 
the Social Security system yes- 
terday by voting 6 to 2 to extend 
coverage to all federal, state and 
foca] employees, For now, how- 
ever, it Jeft out an effective 
date. . 

The subcommittee, headed by 
James Burke, D-Mass., focused on 
huge projected long-term deficits, 
i% yoted a formula for future 
retirees that would cause their 
initial monthly payments to rise 
substantially more slowly than 
under the current law and a bit 
more slowly than sought by the 
Carter administration. 

The trend cf future benefits in 
terms of purchasing power would 
stil] be upward, however, because 
the formula would allow future 
beneficiaries to share in increased 
productivity of the economy over 
the years, as reflected in rising 


wages, 

Under the formula, a worker 
with average wages would retire 
with an initia! monthly benefit 
worth about 43 per cent of his 
Social Security-taxed earnings 
dGuring the last year before his 
retirement. The Carter adminis- 
tration hed sought to keep the 
figure at the current level of 
around 45 per cent. An unintend~ 
ed quirk in the existing law would 
heave driven the figure to 67 per 
cent by 2050 and bankrupted the 
system. Under the new formula, 
once a worker retired, his month- 
ly benefit would be increased to 
Keep pace with cost-of-living in- 
creases. 


‘Hold Harmless’ Rule 

The new computation would go 
into effect in 1979, but under a 
so-called “hold harmless” ruJe no 
one retiring in the 10 years after 
that will receive lower benefits 
than he would have recetved un- 
der the old formula.

The Dow spokesman sald that 
tests already carried out on some 
workers at its Magnolia, Ark, 
plant showed some of the em- 
ployees to be sterile or to have 
low sperm counts, Further tess 
will be undertaken to determine 
whether DSCP was responsible, 
he said. 


A spokesman for Shell in 
Houston said that tests had been 
carried out on about a quarter 
of tbe workers involved in 
DBCP'’s production in Denver, 
and Mobile, Ala., but the “data 
to date is insufficient to draw 
conclusions concerning fertility.”

Great people to fly with. 
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Dayan’s West Bank Idea 


At face, Israeli Foreign Minister Moshe 
Dayan's idea of bestowing civilian auton- 
omy on the occupied West Bank, in a neégo- 
ated peace agreement, is a nonstarter. It 
is a formula to relieve Israel of the burden 


of civilian administration while preserving 
for It the security presence and the oppor- 
tunity for Jewish settlement to which Arabs 
object. Mr. Dayan would be “selling” mod- 
erate Arab West Bankers hardly more than 
the degree of self-government that Israel may 
yet decide to give them for free anyway as 
halt and reward for edging away from the 
Palestine Liberation Organization. Just why 
Arabs would “pay” for a result so much at 
odds with their goals of reclaiming war-lost 
territory and establishing a Palestinian 
homeland 15 unclear. 

Scggy as the idea is, however, the con- 
text in which it’s being presented gives it 
some interest. Last month, the United States, 
figuring that Palestinian representation. was 
the key to the door of a reconvened Geneva 
peace conference, made a series of imagina- 
tive and generous overtures to the PLO. The 
Israelis protested loudly. But, kicking un- 
precedented opportunity away, the PLO went 
into {ts all-or-nothing posture and rejected 
the U.S. overtures. The upshot was the col- 
lapse of the administration's central effort 
at inducing mutual Israeli-Palestinian com- 
promise. The Carter administration on Mop- 


day reasserted its determination to continue 
this effort ‘but did not indicate just how it 
Intends to get around the August impasse. 
Amid this diplomatic desolation, the Arabs 
have come forward only with suggestions 
for a tougher U.S. squeeze on Israel, The 
Israelis are now coming forth with their 
own draft peace treaty, including the West 
Bank idea. Mr. Dayan js due in Washington 
shortly to present it. 

Is this the time for pausing. for accepting 
the fact that the administration's quest for 
@ comprehensive settlement has been de- 
railed, at least for the time being: a time 
for seeking less ambitious approaches in 
order to reestablish momentum? Mr. Dayan’s 
West Bank idea at least has the advantage 
of building on the substantial practical co- 


existence generated by ihis earlier idea of © 


maintaining “open bridges” across the Jor- 
dan River. “My formula is not a wonderful 
solution,” he says, “but all the others are 
oy far worse.” Notwithstanding the State 
Department's words on Monday concérning 
the importance of Palestinian representation 
at Geneva, it is not evident that the admin- 
istration has recovered enough from its 
frustration of last month to offer ἃ produc- 
tive alternative of its own. So Mr. Dayan’s 
proposal is worth examining as a starting 
point. There will be time for others to show 
what feasible improvements they can offer.

U.S. Tax Reform: A Sacred Tree 


Since the name of our system is capitalism, 
it is not surprising that capltal has a certain 
sanctity, and that dipping into it is a Vic- 
torian sin. In taxation, too, capital has its 
privileges. “We tax the fruit of the tree, but 


not the tree,” according to a traditional in- 
terpretation of the law that distinguishes be- 
tween income and capital, Consistently, the 
United States has taxed the tree of cepital 
Jess than its fruit. 

‘That preference for capital—and the lower 
tax rate for gains on capital—is the single 
most complicating element in the U.S. Tax 
Code. It must be dealt with if there is 
now to be any genuine tax reform. Nearly 
100 sections and subsections of the code are 
taken up with definitions of capital gains. 
Houses, farms, ‘businesses, factories, even 
trees are all capital assets; when they are 
sold at 8, profit, that profit is a capital gain. 
And whether that gain comes to an indiv- 
idual or a corporation, it is taxed at a lower 
rate than ordinary earned income: 


x * * 


Consequently, generations of lawyers and 
accountants have devoted themselves to de- 
vices that turn income into capital gains. 
They have managed, in the process, to cause 
major distortions of the economy, for im- 
portant investment decisions are regularly 
made according to the tax code instead of 
the marketplace. 

The Jower tax rate for capital gains has 
achieved an Importance almost as exalted as 
that accorded to capital itself. But Congress 
has been chipping away at it. The tax on 
capital gains used to be 25 per cent, now it 
is at least 35 per cent and, with the enact- 
ment of, minimum taxes can run as high 
as 49 per cent. Tax reformers now propose 
a top tax rate of 50 per cent on all income, 
so there would not be any dramatic dif- 
ference if the capital gains preference were 
eliminated. And that is what we advocate. 

Elimination of the capital gains preference 
would create some problems. But they can 
be solved. 

One major criticism of taxing the gain on 


assets is that when inflation erodes the dol- 
lar, the gain is only illusory. For exampie, 
ἃ house purchased for $20,000 in 1950 and 
sold for $49,800 today would show 2 gain of 
$29,800, and that income would be taxed. But 
$49,800 is worth no more now than $20,000 
wag then. In real dollars, there is no profit. 
So, ideally, there would be no tax. If infla- 
tion persists, it may become necessary to 
index the basis of a capital asset, to move 
its “cost” up with inflation. 


κα * 


A second issue: If the distinction between 
ordinary income and capital gains is removed, 
then capital losses would also lose their dis- 
tinct status. At present, capital losses may 
be charged off against capitel gains in com- 
puting taxes. If there are no gains, then 
8. maximum of $2,000 a year may be charged 


against other income. Obviously, consistent . 


reform requires treating capital losses the 
same way we treat capital gains. 

There are other practical problems: solv- 
ing them probably will require some excep- 
tions. Homeowners now have a fixed period 
in which to reinvest the proceeds from the 
sale of one house in another, without pay- 
ing a tax. That “rollover” provision may 
have to be continued, if patterns of housing 
are not to be disrupted. 


Many ‘businesses have made assumptions 


about their plants, equipment and depre- 
ciated assets that are based on current tax 
laws. They will need a period of adjust- 


ment, pethaps five years, In which to revise | 


those plans. If, in the course of overall 
reform, curporate tax rates are reduced the 
adjustment to a simpler system may not be 
that difficult. 

Assuming these adjustments can be made, 
more or less smoothly, it can still be argued 
that the capital gains tax ought to be re- 
tained because it is an important stimulus 
to investment. But there is a simple road 
to that end. Congress may well wish to en- 
courage investment. It can—and should— 
do so directly, and not through the masked 
operations of an encrusted tax system.

China’s Open-Door Policy 


It is appropriate that the Chinese leader- 
ship should have affirmed its policy of closer 
contact with the outside world through a 
document issued by the State Planning 
Commission. For over 20 years China's ‘eco- 
nomic planners have had to face constant dis- 
ruption. Ever since the great leap forward 
In 1958, economic policy has been buffeted 
by political campaigns culminating in the 
upheaval of the Cultural Revolution. There- 
after recovery has been fitful, with the tempo 
of political struggle constantly being whip- 
ped up. As a result all those concerned for 
orderly economic progress became united in 
opposing the “continuing revolution” and 
those political attitudes of which the “Gang 
of Four’—and Mao Tse-tung himself, for the 
most part—were the champions. 

That goes a long way to explain the unity 
of the present leadership in putting the 


Chinese economy first and burying the po- 
litical irrationality associated with the Cul- 
tural Revolution. Differences of personality 
and generation obviously exist in the team 
approved by the lith party congress. It is 
@ group that is still marked by the hap- 
hazard political circumstances of the past 
decade. But when it comes to the direction 
that China should take domestically and the 
objectives that should be given priority, these 
differences should play ttle part. 
Indeed, nothing so forthright has before 
now marked ἃ declaration of Chinese policy 
—and the document is wousually free from 
jatgon. In admitting that China needs to 
learn from the outside world and should not 


- hesitate to do so, the xenophobia that came 


to the surface during the Cultural Revalu- 
tion has been seb aside.

Glamour Stocks May Be Improving

NEW YORK, Sept. 14 'N¥T).—-The much- 
maligned glamour stocks, which have performed 
Pocrly since mid-1973, may at last be on the road 
to recovery. 

In the period from May 20 through last Mon- 
day, an index of 15 of the best-known glameur 
Stocks gained 4.7 per cent, while the Dow Jones 
industrial average droppet &2 per cent. At the 
same time, the more broadly based New York 
Stock Exchange index declined 2.4 per cent. 

‘These recent advances for the glamours—Amer- 
ican Home Products, American Hospital Supply, 
Avon Products, Burrcughs, Coca-Cola, Walt Disney 
Productions, Emerson Electric, Gannett, Hewlett- 
Packar?, International Business Machines, John- 
son ἃς Johnson, KMart, Merck, Philp Morris and 
Schlumberger—are likely to continue, according 
to John Hartwell, an investment counselor and 
mutual fun? manager. 

Mr, Hartwell, who has followed growth stocks 
for 20 years, asserted in an interview that the 

᾿ reascn the glamour stocks had done so poorly in 
the last few years was that Institutional Investors 
bed bid their prices to highly unrealistic levels 
until they peaked in mid-1973. 

“These great glamour stocks are really superb 
companies with high return on capital and con- 
sistent and superior growth,” wr. Hartwell said. 
“But when the price-earnings multiples on such 
stocks reache? an average of 40, as happened in 
1972-78, the prices far exceeded the value in the 
stocks. It was no surprise, then, that when the 
big institutions began to get nervous about their 
Jarge and concentrated positlons—in some cases 


accumulated et high cost—these stocks had to go 
Into 8. protracted retreat.” 

Ἔσπενετ, Mr. Hartwell said he believed that the 
price declines for these shares ended in mid-May, 
when te average price of the glamour stocks had 
fallen tc below 14 times earnings. Comparing 
that with an average price-earnings ratio of 8.5 
fer the Dow industrial components, Mr. Hartwell 
contended that a price-earnings ratio of 14 was a 
“relatively emall premium" to pay for superior 
growth. Historically, 14 is “extremely low,” he 
added. 

It has been suggested ty others that one reason 
for the bear market in glamour stocks ἰ5 that 
many of the companies in the group have ex- 
perienced slower growth of late—as they have 
achieved maturity or experienced growing com- 


petition or both. 

Mr. Hartwell disagrees. He argues that: his 
index of 15 glamour issues in the last five years 
has been greater than m the prior four—name- 
ly, 18.5 per cent compounded compared with: 144 
per cent from 1967 through 1970. 

Mr, Hartwell suggested that individual investors 
might profit by buying the glamour issues while 
institutions decided on their next strategy focus. 
‘They have been empbasizing income stocks of 
late, he said, but have been in a state of shock 
since Bethlehem Steel halved its dividend in late 
July. On the cther hand, the glamour companies on 
Mr. Hartwell’s list have listened to the clamour 
for dividends anyway, he said. So far this year, 
their dividend rates have increased on average 
by 44 per cent from the 1976 level. By contrast, 
the Dew stocks have paid 12 per cent more this 
year.

Australians Blame Sails for Defeat 


NEWPORT, Ri, Sept. Ἢ 
INYT).—Moments after the finish 
οἱ yesterday's America's Cup 
yachting opener, Ted Turner ac- 
knowledsed the cheers by giving 
a little shrug and holding out his 
right hand, palm up. as if to say, 
“What did you expect?” 

Under Turner’s magic touch, 
Courageous had just polished off 
her younger challenger, Australia. 
as expected. But the margin of 1 
minute 48 seconds. decisive as it 
was. left the experts here divided 
over exactly what they had seen 
on an overcast day of brisk south- 
west winds and choppy seas 

Was this another boring mis- 
maich in which a challenger gets 
Gevcured by a swift defender, or 
was it a case of two 12meter 
slcops of comparable speed being 
separated by 200 yards in 243 
miles of racing largely as a re- 
sult of sails, sail-handling and 
tactics? 

The Wrong Sails - 

At the post-race press confer- 
ence, the second theory received 
some Substantial support. In the 
view cf the Australians, they lost 
not because their boat was too 
slow but because ther used the 
wrong sails at the wrong times. 

“We thought it was going to be 
even more choppy than it was,” 
said Neel Robins, skipper of the 
challenger. “and the sails weren't 
tight enough. There's nothing 
wrong with our jibs, and we had 
the right ones in the boxes. It 
Was a matter of choice, a matter 
of when to use what.” 

Tn contrast, Courageous changed 
jiks four times on various wind- 
ward legs, according to how the 
breeze dropped or increased in 
velocity. Alan Bond. chief fi- 
nancial backer for Australia, said 
his team had requested a day 
off tojay “because we think we 
ean do a little bit of work on our 
jios and improve our performance 
to windward.” 

Reason for Hope 


Bond found reason for op- 
timism in the fact that Cou- 
rageous increased her lead by 
only 10 seconds between the end 
of the critical first leg and the 
start of the sixth and final 166.

ASHINGTON.— While the 
mini-series “Behind Closed 
Doors" was very entertaining, I'm 
afraid it’s going to give people a 
wrong impression of Washington. 
Since it was Meant purely for en- 
tertainment, the. 
Producers took 
liberties with the & 
way things work . 
at the White 
House and In the- 
rest of the town. 
This could dam- ᾿ἢ 
age the cause of - 
clean, honest gov- 
ernment which 
the people in the 
country expect of 
Washington and 
fortunately get. 

The idea of the film is as far- 
fetehed os anything ever seen on 
the TV screen. It 15 unthinkable 
that a president of the United 
States (in this case Jason Ro- 
bards} would use his power and 
that of the CIA and the FBI as 
well as unsavory people in the 
White House to do harm to his 
political enemies, While this 
makes good theater, it obviously 
could never happen. If anyone 
suggested such a thing, the presi- 
cent would fire him immediately. 

In “Eehind Closed Doors," the 
characters, supposedly based on 
such rea! people as Bob Halde- 
man, John Ehriichman; John 
Dean, John Mitchell, Howard 
Hunt and many others, were 
portrayed as schemers and sinis- 
ter hatchet men, ready to protect 
the president at any cost, even 
if it meant violating the law of 
the land. 

This. of course, makes 8. good 
story, but it could never have 
happened. The men who have 
worked in the White House al- 
‘Ways came from the best: families, 
were educated in the best schools 
and raised in the American tradt- 
tion of fair play and patriotism. 
They never would have resorted 
to any illegal act to further the 
re-election of the president. 


‘The television drama also gave 
another very unreal picture of 
Washington. It showed a busi- 
nessman trying to buy an ambas- 
sadorship for his wife with a 
large political campaign contribu- 
tion. Now this is where the 
writers have gone too far. 

In the history of American 
diplomacy, no ambassadorship has 
ever been given in exchange for 
8. Political campaign contribution, 


Buchwald 


If this were true, we would have 
ambassadors all over the world 
who didn't know what they were 
doing, and we would have some 
of the most unqualified people in 
the country reporting back to 
Washington on the affairs of 
state. 

For those of us who live in 
Washington, the most unfair in- 
cidents in “Behind Closed Doors” 
concerned the women of this 
town. The TV series showed them 
going to bed with men in power 
to whom they weren't married. 
The CJA director in the plot 
even left his wife for a widow, 
and 8. young college girl had an 
affair with a White House aide 
in hopes of getting 2 job. 

The implication was that the 
morals in Washington are “loose,” 
and that people go to bed with 
each other whether they're mar- 
ried to them or not, This is ἃ 
terribly unfair picture to show 
because it gives the wrung im- 
Pression of what Washington is 
all about. As long as I've lived 
here, I've never known sex to 
play any part in government. 

Washington women think ἴσο 
much of thelr reputations to bed 
down with a man just because he 
is in power. And a man in power 
Would never take advantage of 
his position to seduce & woman 
he was not married to. For one 
thing, it would compromise the 
high ideals the constituents ex- 
pect of their politicians and high 
government officials. For an- 
other, it would be a sin. 

‘When it comes to politics, power 
and sex, Washington is above 
reproach. Even the newspaper- 
men who cover this town would 
never do anything to sully their 
Teputations, such as lie, cheat or 
go to bed with someone just to 
get a story. 

The reason this city has never 
been touched by scandal is that 
everyone from the president down 
to the most humble South Korean 
businessman has ἃ sense of moral- 
ity and ethics which, unfortu-
